T o :  The  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  Shepton  Mallet  Rural  District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
Rural  District  for  year  1967>  pa:^pared  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health 
Officers  Regulations,  1959^  and  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  I/68. 

Once  again, the  health  figures  give  cause  for  satisfaction  with  a  large 
increase  of  births  over  deaths  (73)5  live  birth,  still  birth,  and  death  rates 
better  than  the  County  or  National  averages  and  no  infant  or  maternal  deaths. 

Against  this,  there  was  a  rise  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births, 
and  deaths  from  Coronary  and  Other  Heart  Diseases  and  Lung  Cancer  showed  an 
increase.  These  latter  deaths  are  particularly  to  be  regretted  in  view  of 
the  strong  association  shown  for  some  time  to  exist  between  ischaemic  heart 
disease,  lung  cancer  and  heavy  cigarette  smoking. 

From  the  Five-Year  Table  the  usual  2  -  yearly  wave  of  Measles  will  be 
seen  but  there  were  no  outbreaks  of  major  notifiable  diseases.  A  report  is 
included  of  the  work  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  in  the  area  and  it  is 
unfortunate  that,  at  the  time  of  writing,  the  sessions  in  Shepton  Mallet  have 
had  to  be  discontinued  due  to  the  lack  of  public  support. 

Animal  infections  and  their  possible  spread  to  human  contacts  continued 
to  take  up  much  of  the  time  of  the  public  health  staff,  and  at  the  Bath  and 
West  Show  permanent  site  improvements  were  maintained  in  co-operation  with  the 
organisers . 

In  conclusion,  may  I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  their  staff  for  their 
continued  co-operation  and  contribution  to  this  Report  -  also  to  the  Clerk, 
other  Officers  of  the  CouncM  and  Council  Members  for  their  courtesy  and 
support .

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  196? 

(the  figures  are  in  general  too  small  for  much  importance  to  be  attached  to 
them,  but  certain  broad  statements  can  be  made). 

Population  .  . 

An  increase  of  population  of  only  10  was . estimated  by  the  Registrar- 

G-eneral>-- but  births  exceeded  deaths  by  73* 

Births 


Live  Births  --  totalled  8  less  than  in  the  previous  year  but  the  Corrected 
Birth  Rate  remained  higher  than  the’  County  or  National  rates.  With  19 
illegitimate  live  births  as  against  12  in  I966,  the  percentage  of  these  rose  to 
a  figure  well  above  the  County  average. 

■  Still  Births  -  fell  to  1  only,  giving  a  Still  Birth  Rate  less  than  half 
that  of  Somerset  or  England  &  Wales. 


Deaths 

All  ages  -  these  rose 'by  9  compared  with  I966,  but  even  when  adjusted  by 
the  Area  Deaths  Comparability  Factor,  the  Corrected  Death  Rate  obtained  is 
decidedly  better  than  the  County  or  National  rates. 

Infant  Deaths  -  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  there  were  none  durihg  ‘ 
the  year.  The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  remained  the  same  as  the  Still  Birth  Rate 

Maternal  Deaths  -  once  again,  no  deaths  resulted  in  women  from  the 
District  from  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 

Causes  of  Death  .  . 

Cardio-Vascular  Diseases  -  again  caused  the  greatest  number  of  deaths in 
the  District  (55),  and  apart  from  one  death,  these  were  all  over  the  age  of  55 
years.  Coronary  and  Other  Heart  Diseases  accounted  for  38  deaths  and  Vascular 
Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  for  12.  .  " 

Cancer  -  took  second" place  with  19  deaths,  A  more  than  in  19^6.  As 
regards  sites  of  the  cancer.  Lymphatic  and  Other  Malignant  Neoplasms  caused  12 
deaths  followed  by  Lung  Cancer  with  5  and  Stomach  Cancer  2  deaths. 


Respiratory  Diseases  ~  caused  13  deaths,  6  more  than  in  the  previous  year, 
and  of  these  it  will  be  seen  that  Pneumonia  accounted  for  5  deaths  and  Bronchitis

Accidents  -  unfortunately  caused  3  deaths  of  which  2  were  involving  a 
motor  vehicle. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 


From  the  Five-year  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  the  usual  2  - 
yearly  wave  of  measles,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  largely  eradicated  in  the 
future  with  the  advent  of  mass  measles  vaccinations.

The  3  cases  of  tuberculosis  reported  were  unrelated  in  time  and 
locality  -  they  were  not  nev\7  infections  biit  breakdowns  of  old  illnesses. 

The  6  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  similarly  scattered  in  time  and 
locality  in  the  District  and  no  common  factor  could  be  found  to  account  for 
them.

Salmonalla  panama  infection  was  discovered  in  the  terminal  stages  of  ' 
illness  of  a  man  of  80  years  admitted  to  a  local  hospital  with  a  cardiac  illness 
from  an  Old  People’s  ?/elfare  Scheme  bungalow.  No  source  of  the  infection  was 
traceable  at  his  bungalow  and  no  other  residents  were  affected,  but  he  had.  only 
recently  been  admitted  to  the  Scheme  from  very  poor  accommodation  of  his  own.

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3.  Individual  Private  Supplies 


190  houses  in  the  District  {5 *5%)  are  still  supplied  with 
water  from  individual  wells  or  springs.  17"!  of  these  houses  have  the. 
water  laid  on  internally^  and  I9  rely  on  an  external  well  or  spring. 

In  most  cases -these  houses  with  individual  private  supplies  are  in  out¬ 
lying  areas  where  the  main  supplies  are  not  available.  Samples  were 
taken  from  some  of  these  private  supplies,  sampling  being  mainly 
concentrated  on  houses  with  an  external  well  or  spring.  These  samples

4.  Source  of  Supply  to  houses  in  the  District 

Table  A  on  page  21  shows  the  nature  of  the  supply  to  houses  in 
each  Parish.  It  will  be  seen  that  of  3^484  houses  in  the  District, 

3,229  (92.7^)  have  a  piped  supply  of  water,  either  from  a  public  main 
or  a  private  main,.  I69  {k»9fo)  have  spring  or  well  v^ater  laid  on 
internally,  and  19  (5.5^)  of  the  houses  have  to  rely  on  an  outside  well 
or  spring.  The  majority  of  these  19  houses  are  unfit,  and  will  be  dealt 
with  under  Slum  Clearance  Procedure,  67  houses  are  still  supplied  by 
standpipe  or  an  outside  tap. 

Table  B  on  page  22  (Sanitary  Facilities  of  Houses)  shows  that 
3,144  houses  in  the  District  {90o2fc)  obtain  their  water  supply  direct 
from  the  public  mains  and  85  (2.4/?)  from  private  mains.

1  .  Sewerage  Schemes 

(a)  There  is  no  further  progress  to  report  on  the  proposed  Evercreech 
(and  Stoney  Stratton)  Sewerage  scheme. 

(b)  Cranmore  Tender  of  £48,855 .1 5 .Sd,  was  accepted  and  work 
commenced  on  this  scheme  in  August,  (The  total,  estimated  cost  v/as 

£56,015).  . .  . 

(c)  Lydford  (East  and  West)  An  outline  scheme  was  produced  by  the 
Consulting  Engineers  at  an  estimated  cost  *of  £107,500  but  modifications 
to  the  scheme  were  made  which  reduced  the  estimated  cost  to  £86,500, 

The  scheme  was  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry,  but  at  the  end  of  the 
year  it  was  agreed  that  the  proposed  disposal  works  be  re-sited. 

(d)  Batcombe  and  Westcombe  After  considering  a  special  report  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself,  the  Council  instructed  the 
Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  an  outline  scheme.  Representations 
were  also  made  by  the  Somerset  River  Authority  regarding  the  urgency 
of  tho  matter.  The  Council  agreed  that  trade  waste  from  the  factory 
be  accepted,  subject  to  a  suitable  trade  waste  agreement.  -Site 
inves,tigations  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  at  the  factory  were  held 
np  at  the  end  of  the  year  by  the  Foot  &  Mouth  Disease  restrictions. 
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(e)  Alhamptorig  Parbrook  and  Binegar  Further  consideration  of 
these  three  schemes  was  , deferred  in  November  for  six  months  owing  to 
the  present  commitments  of  the  Council  regarding  schemes  referred  to 
previously.

2.  Caravans  Three  new  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  sites  for 
individual  caravans.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  seventeen  licences  were 
in  force  for  sites  for  individual  caravans  and  one  licence  was  in  force 
for  a  caravan  camp  of  twenty  caravans,  and  one  for  three  caravans.  At 
the  end  of  the  year 'the  Council  authorised  proceedings  to  be  taken 
against  the  occupier  of  the  caravan  camp  in  respect  of  various  contra¬ 
ventions  of  the  Conditions  of  the  Licence, 
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3*  Rag  Flock  'There  are  no  premises  in  the  District  in  which  rag  flock 
is  manufactured  or  sold. 

4.  Agricultural  (Health)  Act,  1936  No  inspections  were  carried  out  in 

1967. 

5.  Rats  and  Mice  Fifty-seven  complaints  were  received  of  infestation 
of  rats.  Advice  was  given  in  respect  of  20  cases  of  mice  infestation. 
The  Council’s  Part-time  Rodent  Operator  continued  routine  inspection 
of  houses  for  rats  and  the  Council’s  sewers  at  Croscombe^  Ditcheat^ 
Doulting,  Evercreech,  G-urney  Slade,  Holcombe,  Oakhill,  Pilton,  Stoke 
St.  Michael  and  Stratton-on- the-Fosse,  were  tested  and  treated  where 
necessary.  It  was  again  necessary  to  treat  the  stream  at  Croscombe. 

One  hundred  and  one  premises  were  treated  for  the  destruction  of  rats, 
and  68  treatments  of  the  Council’s  sewage  works  and  refuse  tip  were 
also  carried  out..  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  were  regularly 
treating  nine  farms  by  agreement. 

6.  Insect  Pests  Four  wasps  nests  were  destroyed,  and  treatment  was ■ 
given  for  flies  and  other  insects. 

7.  Factories  Table  H  on  page  25  shows  the  position  with  regard  to 
Factories.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  17  Outworkers  on  the 
Council  list,  mainly  employed  in  the  Gloving  industry. 

8.  Offices,  Shopg  &  Railway  Premises  Act,  I964  There  were  thirty-three 
premises  registered  at  the  end  of  the  year,  in  which  158  persons  were 
employed.  Thirty-one  premises  were  inspected  during  the  year  and 
defects  found  were  required  to  be  remedied  by  informal  notice. 

9.  Sv/ill  Plants  The  powers  with  respect  to  the  Licensing  of  Swill 
Plants  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957>  were 
delegated  to  the  Council  in  1958  by  the  County  Council.  There  is  one 
licence  in  force. 

10.  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  I963  Four  licences  were  renewed 
during  the  year  on  the  advice  of  the  Council’ s  Consultant  Veterinary 
Officers . 

11 . Atmospheric  Pollution  During  the  year  an  Advisory  Committee  was 
formed  with  representatives  of  this  Council,  Frome  R.D.C,  and  the  Ovmers 
of  Quarries  in  the  area,  with  a  view  to  improving  conditions  respecting 
the  emission  of  dust  from  Quarry  plants.  H,M. Alkali  Inspectorate  is 
also  represented  on  the  Committee  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  a  meeting 
of  H.M. Alkali  Inspector,  technical  representatives  of  the  two  Council’ s 
and  representatives  of  the  East  Mendip  Quarry  Owners  Association  was 
held  at  which  considerable  progress  was  made  in  producing  a  standard 
code  to  assist  in  control  measures.
